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THIS 1S UNEVALUATED INFORMATION 


The Soviet Experinental Construction Bureau No. 2 at ‘lildau was dissolved 

in Mareh or April 1949. The Bureau had in its employ the designers of the 
former Standardization Bureau of the German Locometive Association. In 
charge of the designers wis Oberbaurat Ziehm, who because of his political 
past was not employed by the Reichsbahn after the war, The Russians had 
orlered the development of a gas turbine generator locomotive, a stean turbine 
locomotive and a high-pressure steam locomotive. For each of thene Lacomo~ 
tivas an experimental model was to be built. The designs of the Locomotives 
were completed but the experimental models could not be built because the 
Rusnian Zone lacked the necessary natarials and machine tools. 


The firm Brueckner & Kenis in Dresden completed the turbine for the gas tur- 
bine locomotives, but the generator and motors had to he supplied hy Siemens- 
Schucxert in the western sectors of Berlin. Thia firm only sant in drawings 
of the motors and vonorators but not the motors themselves. The construction 
of the other two loconotives was halted hy lack of boilers ant pipes, Apart 
from the feet that boiler sheots were not available, the Russian oO ia not 
in the position to build bollers for bis locomatives. Even the Merl “Marz s« 
eomotive factory in Drewite covld not help owt. Finally, a loconotive Type 52 
was bourht for the purrose of converting the boiler for uce In the steam tur 
bine locorotivs. This atta rt vas alse unsnecessful and with the dissolution 
of the Txrcrinental Construction Sureau No. 2 all work on the exporinontal 
~odels of the loconotiveshas ceased, 


Another stroun of Experinental Construction Burcau No. 2 nad the task of desinn-~ 
ing tools and other squirment for locomotives. For this purpose drawings and 
pluerrints of tools ani eqrirnent were collécted from all pirts of Sernmany. 
Youover, some equirment like edve-nillint machinys were built in ‘‘ildav and 
gent to the USTR, In order to dismise the uork of the Russians the *shrzcur 
Gnbl, “didau,was formed. Shareholders vere four members of the axperinental 
Sona érucbion SJureau No. 2, amon them Obertwurnt Zieh. Capital investnent 
wan peovidel sy the Tucians. This firn miintained 811 corresron“ence ‘ith Gar 
ran firm: and save the necessery or’erc for the delivery of rnarts of the equir- 
mont woieh «ms to be sent to Fussia. Tovotear with the Sxyrsrine tal Concteue tion 
Bureau this fire tris alco dinsolved. 
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nile affairs of the Experimental Censtruction Bureau were being wound up, 

the leconotive factory at Wildau, om whose premises the construction buresu 
is located, was converted into a people's-owned factory and affiliated with 
"LOWA" (Lokonotiv-und Vagconban, VE}. The Experimental Construetion Burcan 
of the®LOVA" comorises aprreximately 40 designsrs who had rensined with the 
Experimental Construction Buranu Ho. 2 to the end. It is still directed ty 
Oberbaurat Ziehm. The workshops which are directed by err Garbe employ sp~ 
proximately 400 workers. A great number of the standard machine tools ig 
available and also a lethe for wheels. Most of these machines are accond hand 
ones which have heen overhauled and bought in the eastern sector of Berlin. 
Agditional machinery is being purchased continuwwsly. Tha plant mainly pro~- 
duces spare parts for the Russian Zone railroads, The capacity of the plant, 
hovever, is rather limited because of a lack of special machinery. Tilt rust 
apindies with buttress thread of 1.50 meterscannot be produced because the 
plant has no thread milling machines. The thread would havea to be cut on the 
jathe which would be much too expensive. The workshop is making preparvtiens 
at present for a Soviet reparation order amounting to 60.mlidozers for open 
pit mining. These bulldozers are to be rail yohieles powered by steam cnvines. 


The position of director of "LOWA" hed been earmarked for Herr Ochel, former 
director of the Lekonotivhau Karl Marx, Babelsborg, formerly Orenstein & Koppel, 
After Orenstein & Kopre] had bean completely dismantled H4érr Gchel succeeded in 
rabuilding the plant to such an extent that it was capable of filling reparation 
orders for the Soviets. The factory had teen producing small pauge leconotives 
for the Russians. Ochel's connections reputedly vere excellent and reached as 
far as Marshal Sokolovsky. Until September 1948, Herr Ochol used to live in 
Kiadow, After constant pressure by the SMA and DYK to move to Rabelsherg, Ochel 
very reluctantly took up residence there. Since Ochel vas not a mambar of the 
S30, Horr Rau, chief of the DY and other leading nenbars of this orranization 
prersed him to join the party, Ochel had been pushed into such a precariona 
position that there was nothing left for him to do but ‘ake hin wife and five 
children aml eseare to the Yest to Dorstfeld near Dortmund where Orenstein & 
Koppel has a branch plant. 


Another locomotive factory is the former AEG Henninsdorf which is now named 
Lokonotivbau Eleltrotechaische Verke, VE3. It dees not belong to "LOWA" but 
to the VEM (Vereinigung Yolkseigoner Bebriebe des floktro-Maschinenbaues). 

At the Leip2ie apring fair in 1949 a Reichsbahn locomotive type 44 was exhibited 
with the VEB Hennigedorf trademark. This wis intended to impress the public 
that the Russian Zone wise capable of building locomotives emain. At the end of 
the war soma locomotives of this type were standing in the Nennigsdorf plant, 
These locomotives were not complete, for armatures, pistons, ete., had not been 
installed yot. Completion of the locorotive ws impossible because the Russian 
Zone did not have any pistons and drtving rods. In the meantine, the missing 
arts were obtained from damuzed locomotives which could not be repaired at 
present. It wis one of these locomotives thus patched up, that was exhibited 
at Leipzig.
